Prizes are offered by philanthropic individuals 
for flying machines and for other inventions designed 
to benefit the race, Why should not a prize be offered 
for a cheap method of rendering buildings fire proof, 
A single fire ina large building frequently causes 
enough monetary loss to offset the extra expense of 
fireproofing all the new city buildings erected in a 
year. While the steel frames of our skyscrapers are 
not combustible yet when they are covered with in- 
flammable material heavy loss is liable to ensue as the 
heat engendered by a heavy fire will warp them so 
that they have to be replaced at enormous expense. 
The owner of a building also suffers from the delay in 
his resumption of his function as a landlord, and this 
is a matter which is not covered by insurance. 








CoMMERCE with Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the Ha- 
waiian, Philippine and Samoan Islands during the 
eleven months ending with November fully justifies 
the belief that the new relations which those islands 
sustain to the United States will result in a great in- 
crease in our commerce with them and especially in 
an increase of our exports to them. The total ex- 
ports from the United States to the four islands or 
groups of islands will amount in the calendar year, 
1899, to considerably more than $40,000,000, the to- 
tal for the eleven months ending with November, 
being $37,854,110, as compared with less than $20, - 
000,000 last year. When it is considered that neither 
Cuba nor Puerto Rico has yet returned to anything 
like normal conditions, and that there has been a con- 
dition of actual warfare in the Philippines during the 
year, the fact that the total exports to the islands in 
the year exceed those of the palmiest days of reciproc- 
ity shows that when normal conditions return our ex- 
ports to the islands will greatly increase over those of 
earlier years. 








AMERICAN goods, and especially American manu- 
factures, are making rapid gains in popularity in 
Russia. This fact is shown not only by the increased 
total of our exports to that country, but by the warn- 
ings which the consular representatives of other na- 
tions in Russia are sending to their home governments 
respecting the popularity of American goods and the 
success of American merchants in their business 
methods. British consuls in Russia have recently sent 
to their government a series of statements upon this 
subject, the British consul at Kieff in his report say- 
ing: ‘‘While Germany is talked about as our greatest 
rival in the markets of the world, there does not seem 
to be the same attention paid to the rapidly developing 
competition of America. The strides America is 
making are startlingly apparent in the foreign trade. 
The agricultural machinery trade is practically con- 
trolled by America, the trade in duplex and other 
steam pumps is more or less American, the introduc- 
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tion of improved machine tools is due to America, 
which is now reaping the benefit of practical ideas 
combined with utility, and now the supply of fixed 
steam engines to the foreign markets is being ener- 
getically pushed.” 








As a new year starts a deluge of 

Consolidations statistics of all kinds is given the 
the Past Year. world. Of the mass of data gathered 
up during 1899 none are more inter- 

esting or worthy of closer analysis than those dealing 
with the formation of great consolidations of capital. 

"99 was unquestionably a noted year in this coun- 
try’s industrial development. 

There were organized in industrial consolidations 
companies the capital stocks of which totaled nearly 
$5,000,000,000. Most of this work was completed 
during the first half of the year. Up to June 30th com- 
panies were formed with a capitalization of $3,141,- 
850,000. In the latter half of the year, when the 
movement was greatiy retarded by the stringency of 
the money market and the consequent lack of funds to 
finance consolidations, companies were formed whose 
capital stocks aggregated $1,747,337,500. 

The consolidation movement reached its highest 
point early in March. After that time promoters ex- 
perienced considerable difficulty in securing the 
necessary help from bankers and underwriting syndi- 
cates. In March every industrial combination pre- 
sented to a Wall Street syndicate went through witha 
rush. It is estimated that the total capita! stock of 
the companies formed between Jan, 1 and Feb. 28 was 
$1,100,000,000. During March over 30 consolidations 
were incorporated, the capital stocks of which aggre- 
gated $500,000,000. The following table is a sum- 
mary of the incorpcrations during the year:

Among the companies organized in the epochal 
half of the year were a long list of steel concerns, 
whose incorporation followed close on the heels of that 
of the Federal Steel Co. in December, 1898. The 
National Steel Co., the American Steel & Wire Co., 
American Tin Plate, American Car & Foundry, 
Pressed Steel Car Co., Republic Iron & Steel Co., Na- 
tional Tube Co., United States Cast Iron Pipe & 
Foundry Co., American Shipbuilding Co., Central 
Foundry Co., Sloss-Sheffield Stee! & Iron Co., Virginia 
Iron, Coal & Coke Co., together with many reorganiza- 
tions in the iron and steel industry, were formed early 
in 1899. 

The next greatest feature of the year in consoli- 
dations was the formation of automobile companies of 
various kinds. It is estimated that there was a total 


of $500,000,000 as an aggregate capitalization. All 
classes of automobile companies were floated. In the 
beginnning of the year there was a particular develop- 
ment in the electrical line, Isaac L, Rice, former 
owner of the electrical storage battery patents, orga- 





nized companies, with a combined capitalization of 
over $100,000,000, which are closely related. Then 
came the era of air power companies, which are con- 
trolled by the liquid air patents of Joseph H. Hoadley 
and W.H. Knight. The field of steam, gasolene and 
petroleum automobiles was particularly fertile. 

The largest capitalization of any one company 
was that of the Anglo-American Rapid Vehicle Co. at 
$75,000,000. Nothing has been heard of the company 
since its organization under the laws of Delaware. 

In copper the most important event was the for- 
mation of the Amalgamated Copper Co., with a capital 
stock of $75,000,000. 

Among the other large industrial consolidations 
worthy of mention are the Distilling Co, of America, 
with its capitalization of $125,000,000, and the Pitts- 
burg Coal Co., capitalized at $64,000,000. Tne Stan- 
dard Oil Co. reorganized during the year, increasing 
its capital stock to $110,000,000. The American To- 
bacco Co. and the Continental Tobacco Co. also in- 
creased their capital stocks $35,000,000 and $13,500, - 
000 respectively. 

Another field of great activity was that of tele- 
phones. The opposition to the present telephone com- 
pany took shape in the formation of an extensive 
series of telephone companies. The New York Com- 
mercial, in treating of the new telephone companies 
born in 1899, says: 

‘In November, the opposition to the American 
Bell Telephone Co. took corporate shape in the forma- 
tion of the Telephone, Telegraph & Cable Co., of 
America, Later, the Federal Telephone Co. was or- 
ganized, and then came numerous small independent 
companies. In New York City there are no less than 
10 independent telephone companies, which propose 
to build a system in opposition to the local Bell Co. 
So far the People’s Co., capitalized at $5,000,000, has 
been the most aggressive, and a c onsolidation of this 
company has been effected with the Télephone, Tele- 
graph & Cable Co., which may be successful in con- 
structing a system in competition with the New York 
& New Jersey Telephone Co.” 

In the glue, print cloth, silk ribbon, cloth, ce- 
ment, bridge, chair, sewer pipe, street car, plow, 
threshing machine, coffin, screw, gas fixture, sheet 
steel and iron mill, car equipment mill and the table- 
ware industries there were movements which looked 
as though there might be a consolidation effected, but 
up to the present the efforts have amounted to noth- 
ing. 

Besides these various lines of endeavor where 
herculean efforts were made to effect consolidations 
with little hope of success except in the threshing 
machine, coffin and tableware industries, there has 
been a determined effort made the past year as our 
readers are well aware to form a stove trust, the 
new scheme petering out after several months of fu- 
tile effort. 

As a result of the formation of so many consol- 
idations numerous trust companies were formed for 
the purpose of financing the industrials. Within the 
past ten months at least eight trust companies were 
formed, which will do, in addition, a general banking 
business. While at one time it was thought there 
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were too many trust companies being formed for the 
good of the financial community, the impression now 
prevails that there is room for them all. It is also 
pointed out that Philadelphia, which is by no means 
as important a financial center as New York, has just 
as many trust companies, if not more, than this city. 
All are in a prosperous condition, and the value of 
their stock is considerably above par. 

An analysis of the trust formations during the 
first and second halves of the year just past would go 
to show that the consolidation idea as applied to our 
industry of national extent is petering out. The mar- 
ket has been so thoroughly glutted with these new 
consolidations that industries much more adapted to 
consolidation than some that were organized last 
spring were unable to consolidate during the last part 
of the year. There may be a few consolidations during 
1900, but they will bea veritable trifle as compared with 
the plentiful harvest of 1899. 

A feature of the new consolidations will be the 
elimination of the promoter with his heavy profits. 
The days in which shrewd gentlemen could rake in 
$5,000,000 for a few months’ work in organizing an 
industry have passed and the American followers of 
Hooleyism will find themselves largely out cf jobs the 
coming year. Where consolidations are effected the 
steps will be taken by the manufacturers themselves 
who will act on conservative lines without the neces- 
sity of great bocks of watered stock for taking care 
of the promoters, The trust fever has practically 
passed and our national industrial system is rapidly 
convalescing.

One day not long after the sale was made the 
farmer rushed into the store, exclaiming as he did so: 

‘Say, have you heard anything about the bank 
of —— ?” 

‘‘No; what’s wrong?”’ 

‘‘Well, I hear it’s in pretty shaky condition, and 
that the president has been deposed. I wish you'd try 
and. find out for me.” 

“T will,” said the obliging storekeeper. ‘‘Are 
you interested in the bank at all?” he queried. 

‘‘Well, I should say I am,” replied the farmer. 
‘I’ve $3,000 solid cash on deposit there,” 

The storekeeper thought of his unpaid account, 
but said nothing. ‘You know I was afraid of offend- 
ing him,” he explained to a friend. 








Now I haven’t the least doubt in the world about 
the absolute truth of this little story, and furthermore 
I will bet a good round sum that this Canadian mer- 
chant’s experience can be duplicated by many American 
hardware dealers. The trouble is too many people 
have a notion that it is more dignified, or something of 
the sort, to get goods on credit than to pay cash down 
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for them. This is a mistaken notion and dealers 
should use a little care and much firmness in only ex- 
tendirg credit to reliable people who actually need it, 

The postponement of time of payment should be 
the exception not the rule, 





George Wenlersse, a Parisian, with a lively imag- 
ination sees in the advance of American export trada 
a commercial conquest that threatens the ruin of Eu- 
rope. In impassioned tones he demands that a halt be 
called in American progress, less fearful to relate, the 
economic equilibrium of the globe be disturbed. The 
Wenlersse idea evidently is that we are selling bridges 
and electric cars in India and China at the expense of 
French and German manufacturers of like commodities. 
He evidently overlooks the fact that the world is 
large enough for several nations to make a living 
in foreign trade without coming to blows with each 
other. 





In this the first week of a new year when so 
many of us are trying hard to be extra virtuous, and 
have sworn off on all kinds of naughty habits, it must 
be particularly galling to read Richard Le Galliennes’ 
latest screed, in which he says: ‘‘There are land- 
scapes that injure the soul to look at, there are sun. 
sets that are unholy, there are trees breathing spirit- 
ual pestilence.”” He alsv alludes to the ‘‘vices of the 
flowers.” How is a man to know the signs of degen- 
eracy in sunsets? What is the difference between a 
virtuous and acriminal violet? How can one tell 
when a rose is inebriated or a landscape has fallen a 
victim to temptation? 





The Menominee Hardware Co., Menominee, Mich., 
deserve congratulations for acting as pioneers in cios- 
ing business at 6 Pp. M. during the winter, It is said 
the other merchants of that place will follow their 
example. While few firms have the independence to 
take so praiseworthy a step as this on their own in- 
dividual accord, yet more dealers could do it than 
think they could, as the volume of daily sales would 
show less falling off than they think they would. 





While it may be a mooted point as to the advis- 
ability of dealers taking this step in their individual 
capacity, there can be no question of the ease with 
which it can be accomplished by united effort. One 
of the most signal triumphs of the Chicago Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association in its infancy was its 
bringing about earlier hours of closing, allowing the 
local hardware trade needed time for rest and recrea- 
tion of which they had been robbing themselves owing 
to the intensity of mutual competition. 

Hardware dealers as well as other classes of mer- 
chants can derive more benefit from coming to a 
proper understanding with each other than from any 
other source, and such is the general sound sense of 
the retail business world that I have little doubt that 
if a few courageous hardware dealers would set the 
pace of early closing it would become quite general in 
their respective communities to the common good of 
all. Barring drug stores there is no reason why all 
retail lines should not close at 6 o’clock.

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NEW PROCESS FURNACE. 








The accompanying cut shows the New Process 
furnace manufactured by the Gartland Foundry Co., 
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New Process Furnace. 
Cleveland, O. The heavy steel heating tubes in this 


furnace extend from the very bottom to the top of the 
furnace and are heated their entire length, The fire 











pot is large and is made of heavy grey iron castings 
and fire brick, each brick weighing ten pounds. Be- 
neath this fire pot is a hollow patented grate and 
beneath this is the steel ash pit. This furnace is 
made in two sections put together with a tongue and 
groove, The air enters the blast pipes of this furnace 
at the back, passes through an air chamber and is 
distributed through tbe various bars of the hollow 
grate and has a free and open passage circling the 
fire pot and furnishing oxygen to the fire potina 
highly heated condition, The fire after spreading 
over the upper radiator passes over the water back 
or end of the fire box straight down the back clear to 
the bottom of the furnace and along the sides, thence 
to the very front and back through the center return 
flue and out the bottom of.the smoke stack.

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FILING. 





There is no tool in the machine shop so much 
abused as a file, nor one which requires so much skil! 
to manipulate properly. If the question was put to 
every man and boy in a large establishment, as to 
whether they know how to use a file, they would put 
on a look of astonishment and tell you at once that 
they thought they did, yet very few of them are able 
to use one creditably. To use a file properly requires 
both reason and judgment. Passing a file rapidly 
over work and pressing as hard on the return stoke as 
on the forward stroke, will break off the teeth of the 
best file ever made. There may be amongst our young 
readers some to whom the following hints on filing 
will not be unacceptable. If a piece of hard metal 
has to be operated upon, let it be placed in the vice in 
such a way as to be held perfectly rigid; see that the 
handle is firmly fixed to the file, then take hold of it 
with a firm grasp and pass over the work slowly and 


P deliberately, and do not touch the work on the return 


stroke. If you have a piece of soft metal to file flat, 
put it in the vice and stand up and see whether your 
elbow will pass over the vice when your arm is against 
your body. If you do not stand high enough to per- 
mit this, raise yourself by standing on something. 
Take the handle of the file in the palm of the hand, 
with the extended and resting on the top of the han- 
dle, the thumb of the other hand resting on the end 
of the file. Move the file lightly over the work, and 
bear on just sufficiently hard enough to cut without 
any jumping. If this is done, and a file never used 
without trying to see how flat one file, they will be 
surprised to find how soon some proficiency can be ac- 


quired.—Engineer & Iron Trades Advertiser.

DEVICE FOR SHAPING TREES. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Enclosed find sketch of a compass for using in 
trimming cedar trees, etc.,, which may be constructed 
of wood and tin, or all tin, or some other metal. 
Evergreens, such as cedars, etc., are susceptible of 
being formed into a great many shapes, which when 
properly done presenta beautiful aspect. The follow- 
ing diagram represents the compass ready for forming 
a tree into a circle, thus, the sides being trimmed flat 
or square so as to appear as a band wheel when com- 
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plete. Fig. 2 represents compass in sections ready to 
put together. A is staff, 8, 10 or 12 feet high and 
uniform size throughout; 6 first part of arm with band 
on end to slip on staff and should be 6 in. long, ¢ first 
elbow and slips on over the end of 6; the end next to 
4 is 6 in. long, the end going up tod, 20 in. long; d 
is second elbow, the end down toward c 20 in, long or 
longer if desired. The length given will make a tree 
3 feet in diameter. The end of d reaching to 4 may 
be 20 in. or longer if a broader face of tree is re- 
quired. To use the compass, the tree being flattened 
on sides, the staff a is planted directly iz center with 
body of the tree and perpendicular with same. The 
compass arm being placed as in Fig. 1 should be low-

ered to a horizontal center of tree, the top of tree be- 
ing cut off at required height. The arm c d being 
adjusted to the proper semi-diameter with d 4 reaching 
over top, you commence trimming and keep moving 
the arm, which will revolve between 6 c, until you are 
round with the work. Other arms of different shapes 
may be used by removing ¢ d 4. For a round tree 
representing a post may be used, trimming one side 
at a time by sliding up or down the staff. 

F makes a beautiful tree used as ¢ in trimming, 

Diamonds, squares, globes and a great many 
figures may be constructed on the same principle.

Isend you a drawing for a wire cutter taken from 
one of your earlier papers or some other mechanical pa- 
per so many years ago that I think you would do well to 
reproduce it for the benefit of the craft. It is a 
drawing of a wire cutter to be fastened on a workshop 
bench. 

The base of cutter is of common plow steel 6x6 
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in,, with holes in bottom to fasten to bench, The up- 
right cutting bar can be made from the butt end of a 
16 in. flat file, by drawing temper to bore holes; then 
retempering to suit. The lever is to be made of any 
flat iron that has sufficient strength for the purpose. 
It ig a very convenient tool and need not cost much, 


as any tinner, with the aid of a drill, can make it.

A new year has just started and most of us have 
been making our usual set of good resolutions—tin- 
ners as well as everybody else. There are plenty of 
resolutions the craft should make, and it is not too 
late yet to start them agoing. For instance, there’s 
the question of working for stingy people. Your 
happy go lucky tinner is wandering over the country 
and strikes Mud Junction. He applied to H. Grin- 
dem, proprietor of the Mud Junction Hardware Em- 
porium for a job, and Grindem says ‘‘I’l) give you $7,50 
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a week” and the bappy go lucky tinner says to him- 
self ‘I'll take this job for a few weeks till I get a lit- 
tle piece of money in my clothes and then I'll give old 
Grindem a proper calling down and go to some decent 
place where good wages are paid.” The result is that 
this tink goes to work and as each week.comes around 
it don’t strike him that he feels like quitting just then 
and so he keeps on for years working for less than he 
should get. Now if ail tinners, who are anything be- 
sides cubs, would use a little nerve and give these fel- 
lows the glassy stare and the marble heart, and go out 
west where good wages are paid, why even the 
Grindems would have to pay the right sort of wages. 

Now for resolution No. 2: This applies to the 
crackajacks particularly and it is this: Don’t thik 
you're the entire menagerie—there are others. You 
may know a thing or two about patterns, but there 
are other ways just as good as your way, and there 
are good tinners that have different ideas about fluxes 
and patterns than those you have. 

Another good resolution for 1900 is that tinners 
should study patterns and get new ideas on furnace 
work and hot water heating, as was suggested by one 
of the craft in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN recently. 

Then don’t be hoggish about what you know my 
dear brother worker in the tinshop. All these points 
you have gathered in about work were learned from 
somebody; you didn’t know them always. Now it: 
won't do you a particle of harm to tell cubs a thing or 
two, and help those who don’t know as much as you do, 
Exchange ideas with the other fellow once in a while, 
and if you warm up to him and tell him a trick or two 
he will warm up to youand tell you a good tip, if he is 
the right sort of a fellow. 

Here's a simple and old fogy resolution to make— 
pass booze up. This may be a chestnut for a New 
Year’s resolution, but it’s a good one to remember. It 
means money in your pocket for one thing. For a 
second thing, men like tinners, roofers and cornice 
workers who are exposed to all sorts of weather and 
who have to work on roofs and other exposed places 
where a misstep means a broken leg if not the place 
of honor in a funeral procession, should not make the 
risk extra great by anipor two. When I read in 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN about some tinner falling 
from a roof and getting hurt or killed I say to myself 
‘‘T wonder if the poor fel)ow had a poor one on or not,” 
I have seen tinners working soldering a roof with so 
much corn juice aboard that I was thankful I didn’t 
belong to the fraternal lodge in which they were in- 
sured. I hope you'll excuse me, Mr. Editor, and you 
too, boys, for an old-fashioned temperance preaching, 
but it’s something of great interest to tinners. 

Now here’s another 1900 resolution I wish all 
tinners would make, and that is to blow more of their 
money in on barbers and see that their clothes look 
better and cleaner. Now I abhor a ‘‘dude” as much 
as the next man and a dude tinner is a pretty poor 
stick, but that’s no reason why tinners should go 
round looking like hoboes who had just crawled out of 
a coal car or beneath baggage trucks, There’s no use 
in wearing a coat with big holes in it and a pair of 
frayed, highwater trousers. When people see a man 
like that going around they say ‘‘Tinners are nothing 
but no account bums anyhow.”

ROGERS, BROWN & CO. ON IRON AND STEEL. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, transmit 
us the following advance resume of their report on 
the pig-iron market, which will appear in their 
weekly market report for Jan. 6: 

‘‘The serenity of the market last week has pre- 
vailed through the first business week of the new year. 
It is gratifying to the furnaces that the demand has 
lessened. Most of them are sold ahead from four to 
eight months and are unable to adequately comply 
with requests for shipments 

The interruptions at the furnaces occasioned by 
the holiday celebrations referred to in our last report 
were more serious than then known. The majority 
of the southern furnaces were banked for the full 
week. 

In the north several important stacks have been 


quiet owing to insufficient coke supply. The curtail. © 


ment of product for the period is felt by many con. 
sumers depending upon these various stacks for their 
pig metal. 

Manufacturers and foundrymen generally express 
the belief that the volume of business the coming year 
will exceed that of 1899, and while many of them are 
provided under contracts with pig iron for two, four 
or six months ahead, a large number will be obliged 
to purckase immediately. 

One manufacturer informs us that he has just 
made a canvass among his customers as to their prob. 
able requirements the coming year for his goods, 
which resulted in an expected increase of :100 per 
cent. 

Notwithstanding that fully 125,000 freight cars 
of enlarged capacity were built during 1899, many of 
the railroads are unable to handle traffic promptly. 
The difficulty attending satisfactory coke deliveries is 
the want of cars, and the record has been made fre- 
quently of late that orders have been refused because 
of inability to ship the coke. 

Prices are well maintained throughout the entire 
list and the market closes firm.”’
